Huge chunks of galvanized Iron 


which were blown out both sides 
of the restaurant were hurled for 
naore than lf)0 feet by the explo- 
sion. 


Three segments of burned dyna- 


mite fuse which were found lying 
at the side of the Methodist church, 
45 feet north of the 
restaurant, 


make police believe that dynamite 
was the explosive employed by the 
bomber. 


Every joint in the restaurant was 


loosened and the roof partially torn 
away by the explosion, in addition 
to the holes blown in the sides of 
the building.

A university official said at 


the outset of the trouble that 
the university would not take

eliminated. 
Trade News, as a rule, was unfavorable. It included a 


further reduction in steel output to between 50 and 60 percent 
of capacity, another increase in crude oil production, easing of 
copper metal prices to around 13 cents a pound, and a declining 
tendency in some other important commodity prices, notably 
sugar and cotton. 


U. S. steel common broke to a new 1924 low on the day 


after the bonus bill was passed, but it snapped back later de- 
spite the pessimistic tenor of the weekly trade reviews. 


The recommendation of the federal trade commission for 


an abolition of the "Pittsburgh plus" price plan had a de- 
pressing effect on the steel shares but this was counteracted 
by the predictions of leaders of the industry at the semi-annual 
meeting of the American iron and steel institute. That the 
industry was "dragging bottom" and that better times were 
in store. 


With copper metal selling below 13 cents a pound, and 


several unfavorable dividend rumors in circulation, several of 
the copper stocks slipped to new low levels for the year. Rub- 
ber and motor issues also had a sinking spell on reports of 
further curtailment in automobile output by some of the small- 
er companies, but they developed fair recuperative powers to- j 
wards the close of the week.

You were all treated 
to a typical passage 


from this book yesterday, -which was reprinted 
to show something of the spirit which marks 
the average newspaper. That is not the entire 
value of the book by any means. 


We suspect that it is an autobiography, It is 


a strange one, though, for it is very, very frank. 
We begin with a self-effacing, rather negative 
personality in Josslyn,- the boy, and proceed to 
unfold him to the adult bloom of » man with a 
hold on the -world. From the first Josslyn be- 
trays the possession of a timid, half-ashamed 
ownership in a realization of beauty. He is a 
natural born esthete, but with barely the cour- 
age necessary 
to brave the 
gr.ossness of his 


fellow man and satisfy his aesthetic desires. 


And then a newspaper gets hold of him, or 


rather he gets hold of a newspaper. From being 
a part of such an organization, he gradually 
expands in knowledge and self-confidence. His 
utter worshipful joy at having gotten onto a 
paper is alwjost pathetic.
